WASHINGTON, May 10 (UP)—

The nine justices took all three 
briefs under consideration and re- 
cessed until Monday noon, when 
the Government and the steel 
companies will get two and one- 
half hours each to argue orally ‘in 
open court. 

The high court may hand down 
its decision in two weeks. In the 
interim, the actual wage-price dis- 
pute between the steel companies 
and the union seemed likely to 
remain deadlocked, but with the 
mills operating. 

The Supreme Court may not 
rule on the broad constitutional 
question of. the President’s “in- 
herent powers.” It may confine 
itself to a much narrower issue 
—such as whether President Tru- 
man had the authority to delegate 
his seizure power, as he did, to

It It could rule that the merits of 
the case had not been explored 
thoroughly in the lower courts 
and send it back to Judge Pine’s 
court for another hearing.

Some Are Non-Resi- 
dents—Attempt to Stop 
Redistricting Gerry- 
mander May Fail.

Evide of widespread fraud 
and irregularities on congression- 
al redistricting referendum : peti- 
tions have been found by the 


Post-Dispatch in a canvass of the 
Thirteenth Congressional District. 

A partial check of names listed 
on petitions submitted from the 
district, in North St. Louis, shows 
that at least 204 fraudulent or il- 
legal signatures are on the lists. 

A total of 73 persons whose 
Names appear on petitions have . 
told Post-Dispatch reporters’ that 
they did not sign the petitions. 
Many of them never heard of the 
petitions, and all say they did not 
authorize anyone to sign petitions 
for them. 

The signatures of 90 other vot- 
ers were on petitions, in which 


the person who swore the names 


were signed in his presence were 
actually not the ones who had 
circulated the petitions and ob- 
tained the signatures. Under the 


»law, the person in whose rr german 


the signers ee Se 
tures must sign idavit, 
which is part of the peti on, that 
each of the persons listed actually 
signed the petition in his pres- 
ence. 

Non-Residents Listed. 

In addition, the petitions in- 
clude the names of 35 persons 
who are not actually residents of 
the Thirteenth District, but live 
in other districts in the city or the 
county. 

In three instances, ‘' persons 
named in the petitions were not 
known at the addresses given for 
them in the verified lists. 

There also were three cases 
in which men admitted they had 
signed the name of their wives 
to petitions. This is a violation of 
the law, which requires each 
signer to affix his or her name 
in the presence of the circulator. 

The invalidation of 204 names 
would reduce the total number 
of signatures obtained in the Thir- 
teenth district to a point well be- 
low the minimum required. The 
petitions as filed, had signatures 
totaling 5685, or only 132 more 
than the minimum required by 
‘law for that district.

A signature 
count showed they apparently had 
filed sufficient signatures in 11 
of the old districts. 

In three of these 11 districts, 
however, the number of signa- 
tures filed by the Republicans is 
so close to the margin, that any 
showing of fraudulent or illegal 
signatures might knock out the 
petitions from these districts, and 
leave the Republicans with valid 
petitions in only eight districts. 

In addition to the Thirteenth, 
the close districts are the Third 
in northwest Missouri and the 
Tenth in the southeast section of 
the state. The Secretary of State's 
office reported the Republicans 
filed 6127 from the Third district,

Departments Spent. 


A proposed budget of $43,862,- 
000. representing a reduction of 
$984,000 from the amount appro- 
priated for municipal purposes 
last year, has been recommended 
to the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment by Comptroller Mil- 
ton Carpenter and Budget Direc- 
tor E. G. Schubkegel. 

The proposed amount, which is 
subject to change by the board. is 
$6,650,000 less than the $50,412,- 
000 sought by municipal depart- 
ments for operation during the 
ree. . fiscal year, which began 

Tt is $805,000 more than the 
departments spent last year. They 
did not use all of the appropria- 
tions made and last year’s spend- 
ing totaled $43,057,000. 

Sharp Deductions Made. 

To keep proposed appropria- 
tions near the city’s expected rev- 
enue of $43,500,000, Carpenter 
and Schubkegel found it necessary 
to make drastic cuts in appropria- 


tions requested by the various . 


city departments. 

Last year’s revenue totaled 
slightly less than $40,000,000, but 
with authority to levy an earnings 
tax after July, the city expects to 
obtain total revenues of $43,500,- 
000 during the current fiscal year. 

Because state-controlled depart- 
ments, over which the city has no 
fiscal control, are requesting in- 
creased appropriations over last 
year, almost all city-controlled 
departments must take cuts in 
this year’s budget for the city to 
operate within its expected reve- 
nue. 

Boost for State Bureaus 

During the last fiscal year, the 
state-controlled departments spent 
$12,510,000 and they are given 
proposed appropriations of $14,- 
039,000 for the new fiscal year. 

For city departments and mis- 
cellaneous purposes, $30,545,000 
was spent last year and $29,823,- 
000 is recommended for this year. 
This would require severe cutting 
of departments operating impor- 
tant municipal services. 

The Department of Public Wel- 
fare, which operates the hospital, 
health and park divisions, spent 
$13,687,000 of $14,267,000 appro- 
priated last year and has been 
reduced to $13,245,000 in the pro- 
posed budget. It requested $16,- 
027,000 for the current fiscal 


year. 
The Department of Public 
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Safety, which operates the Fire | 
Department, asked for $6,049 000 * 
and received $5,299,000. Last year | 
it spent $5,434,000 of an appro-| 
priated $5,482,000. 

Streets and Sewers Budget. | 

The proposed budget recom- | 
mends $3,975,000 to the Depart- | 
ment of Streets and Sewers which | 
sought $5,644,000 for this year’s | 
activities. The department, which 
repairs and maintains street, 
sewer and traffic facilities and 
‘collects garbage and refuse, was 
appropriated $4,349,000 last year 
and spent $4,227,000 of this. | 

The Department of Public Utili- | 
ties, operating the airport and 
street lighting systems, was rec- 
ommended for $2,393/000—about 
the same as it received last year. 
It had requested $2,733,000, how- | 
ever. Last year it spent $2,350,000. | 

The proposal recommends a re- | 
duction of $192,000 in the re-. 
quest of the Office of Civil De- 
fense for $339,000 for the current 
fiscal year. The office received 
$206,000 last year and_ spent 
$158,000. It plans to purchase 
much equipment needed to com- 
plete the city’s civil defense pro- 
gram. 

The proposed budget measure 
sets up $34,074,000 for salaries of 
employes and $9,788,000 for the 
purchase of equipment, supplies 
and other expenses. 

The Aldermen will receive the 
final draft of the- measure when 
they reconvene on Monday, May 
19.

2. Invalidate a lower court’s 
order forbidding the unions to 
strike while the railroads are 
being operated by the Govern- 
ment. | 

The union attorneys asked for | # 
an immediate hearing, before the 
Supreme Court decides the steel 
seizure case. Otherwise, they said, | #2 
the steel decision might contain | iz 
precedents applicable to the rail- 
road seizure case. 

As “Friends of Court.” 

The court took no action for- 
mally granting or denying a hear- | te 
ing on the appeal, but it per-|tee 
mitted the union attorneys to |#7. 
appear as “friends of the court” |# 
and to argue for one hour at con- |# 
clusion of the steel case argu-/# 
ment. 

The court’s order explained the 
permission was granted “to pro- 
tect an interest” the unions might 
have in the issues to be argued 
in the steel case. The order also 
allowed the steel companies and | 
the Justice Department an hour | 
each to reply to the rail unions, | 
if they wish. | 

In their appeal, the three rail- | 
road brotherhoods—the engine- | 
men, firemen and conductors— 
explained:

Department of Agriculture Employe Argues} 
for Congressional Appreval of 
His Agency’s Proposal.

SIOUX CITY, Ia., May 10—The 
charge that work now under way 
in the Missouri river valley, un- 
der auspices of the Missouri Basin 
Interagency Committee, does not 
constitute ‘a comprehensive river- 
basin program” has been laid be- 
fore the new Missouri Basin Sur- 
vey Commission. 

It was made at the survey com- 
mission’s initial public hearing, 


Young, field representative of the 
Department of Agriculture for the 
Missouri basin.. Young is a mem- 
ber of the Interagency commit- 


tee, voluntary, extra-official co- 
ordinating body for the present 
development plan. 


He was arguing for congression- 
al action to put into effect the 


souri basin agricultural program 
since its submission to Congress. 


“Only last. fall a subcommittee 


‘|of the House Agriculture Com- 


mittee held a series of hearings 
in the basin. Af these hearings 
a substantial body of testimony 
urged Congress to expedite the 
authorization and implementation 
of the accelerated agricultural 
program, including the compre- 
hensive treatment of small water- 
courses as a vitally needed part 
of the over-all program for the 
basin.” 


‘Drouth Control.’ 


Water-resource® development is 
not confined to public projects, 
nor to river projects, nor to flood 
control alone, said Young. He ex- 
plained that the Missouri basin 
must obtain “drouth control” as 
well as flood control, and added: 

“Much progress in techniques 
of land and water management 
has already been made to offset 
the effects of extended periods 
of low -rainfall. I refer not only 
to expanded irrigation, but also 


huge program of-soil conservation 
and small watershed treatment for | 
the valley, submitted to Congress 
by his department nearly three 
years ago. This_ agricultural

On Monday the Senate in- 
vestigating subcommittee will begin taking 
evidence in connection with this resolution. 

There is a third way in which McCarthy- 
ism might be brought to. judgment. Senator 
William Benton of Connecticut sponsored the 
resolution to expel McCarthy and followed 
it up with a documented bill of particulars. 
McCarthy challenged Benton to waive con- 
gressional immunity and make = similar 
charges outside the Capitol. Benton accepted 
the challenge, and McCarthy, alleging libel, 
sued Benton for $2,000,000, «=~ 

Benton discounts this as a political gesture 
since politicians often sue but seldom seek 
trial. He counter-vhallenges McCarthy to 
request a speedy trfal to settle the issues 
involved.

A bright boy in tollege, as was McCarthy, 
Bill Benton teamed up with a classmate, 
Chester Bowles, to form the fabulous adver- 
tising agency of Benton & Bowles. By the 
time they. were around 40 years old, Bill and 
Chet decided they had all the millions they 
needed and would go in for public service. 
Benton became assistant to the president of 
the University of Chicago, assistant to the 
United States Secretary of State, and Senator 
from Connecticut. 
Bowles was elected Governor of Connecti- 
cut (it was Bowles who appointed Benton to 
the Senate) and now is Ambassador to India. 
McCarthy became a Wisconsin circuit 
judge, served in the South Pacific as a ma- 
rine, and was elected to the United States 
Senate. 
There the paths of Senators McCarthy and 
Benton crossed, and they continue to cross. 
McCarthy, in one speech after another, in the 
Senate and on the extra-pay lecture platform, 
was Savagely denouncing President Harry 
Truman, Secretaries of State George Marshall 
and Dean Acheson—and asserting, without 
producing the evidence he promised, that the 
State Department was guided by and infested 
with hundreds of “spies, commies and 
queers,” as he delicately expressed it, 
As every schoolchild knows, the United 
States Senate is an august body, comprising 
two members from each of the 48 states.

' What was Coleman’semotive? As one prac- 
tical politician to another, he regards Mc- 
Carthy as a winner and as a first-class hatchet 
man. He recalls that McCarthy campaigned 
in various states in 1950 and a majority of 
those states elected Republican Senators. 

To be sure, McCarthy, though he obtained 
the Republican nomination this summer, still 
will have to beat the Democratic nominee in 
November. 

That Democrat. probably would. be Henry 
S. Reuss, who started to stump the state 
months ago and certainly is not afraid of 
McCarthy. He has the support of the CIO 
and the AFL. 

The United States Senate has been de- 
scribed as the greatest deliberative body in 
the world—and, of course, deliberation takes 
time.

The election is sixemonths away, but Reuss 
has already been at work for half a year.

even though it is friendly. It is this attitude 
that makes e Wisconsin Democrats un- 
willing to enfrust the Senate campaign to 
him. The harsher critics talk of his stub- 
bornness. 

It may be, however, that this’ determined 
persistence will be the very factor that upsets 
McCarthy. The Senator has had little time 
in the state since some mid-February appear- 
ances, and it appears he may be occupied 
further in Washington by an investigation of 
Senator Benton’s charges against him.

funds from many liberal sources to match 
the big campaign war chest expected té be 
available to McCarthy. 

Analyzing McCarthy’s problem, Reuss starts 


the Democrats polled 47 per cent of the 
state’s votes. That was the highest attain- 
ment of a rapid political rise since in 1942, 
when the LaFollette Progressives were the 
second party in Wisconsin, the Democrats 
had only 10 per cent of the votes. 

Certainly McCarthy has more critics than 
Senator Alexander Wiley, the other Repub- 
lican who won re-election in 1950, Reuss 
notes. Many of these critics will be Repub- 
licans who will cross party lines, as Wisconsin 
law permits, rather than support McCarthy, 
Reuss thinks. Presidential elections always 
increase the Democratic vote in this state, 
too. There has only been one Democratic 
Governor in the twentieth century, but Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt carried the state three times 
and Harry Truman won here in 1948. 

But the Democratic opportunity might be 
wasted if the party has a major primary 
fight, Reuss and his friends believe. In 1950, 
Fairchild won a four-way primary battle that 
was very bitter. Labor unions, the major 
political fund raisers for the Democrats in 
that year, backed a candidate who finished 
third. They did not produce more money 
for the general election campaign, and the 
party fell short of victory in Nevember. That 
experience is often mentioned as Reuss and 
his supporters seek to dissuade Democratic 
opposition. 

McCarthy will probably have one or two 
rivals in the Republican party. A State 
Senator, Chester Dempsey, announced his 
candidacy some months ago, but most legis- 
lators doubt that he could carry his home 
county. Another possible entrant is Leonard 
F. Schmitt, an upstate lawyer who ran for 
Governor in 1950. Schmitt was a former 
LaFollette Progressive, and after his 1950 
primary loss he endorsed the Democratic 
candidate for Governor. These factors 
‘make his Republican status doubtful, but 
he could match McCarthy in car aragenan bit- 
terness and invective. 

In McCarthy's home state there is some 
feeling that the Senate, which recently voted 
to continue its investigation of McCarthy, 
may hesitate to expel him; and that it may 
pass the buck to the voters of Wisconsin, 
after which the Senate may feel free to wash 
its hands of the case, one way or the other. 

Anticipating such buck-passing, various 
other people in Wisconsin have decided to 
take care of Jumping Joe McCarthy on the 
home grounds, with limited assistance, if any, 
from the United States Senate. 

One of those in Wisconsin who does not 
frighten easily is State Senator Gaylord Nel- 
son, 35-year-old Madison attorney, who -has 
been mentioned as another possible Demo- 
cratic candidate against McCarthy. Nelson, 
who could be a darkhorse, says: 

“The people of Wisconsin do not expect the 
Senate of the United States to expel Senator 
McCarthy, but they do expect that it will.in-

I will disagree with anyone who tries 
to place the blame on the department 
or Director Eadie. 

In Inspector Wilson’s report posted 
at the mine less than two weeks before 
the explosion he reported:‘Ventilation: 
Adequate. Condition of haulage roads 
and refuge places: Fair. And other 
conditions: Good.’ And he made no rec- 
ommendations for improvements.

A copy of this report was forwarded 
to the department and Director Eadie, 
causing him to believe the mine was in 
good condition. 

The director knew Inspector Wilson 
personally, as he was inspector of this 
mine while the director was mine man- 
ager prior to his appointment &s direc- 
tor, and knew Wilson was an experi- 
enced inspector, employed by the de- 
partment for 10 years. 

The report by Inspector Wilson clears 
the director of any blame for the Orient 
No. 2 disaster. 

You state that Wilson’s dismissal as 
inspector should be followed by a 


change in directors and that the next © 


director should be a man who will ap- 
proach the problem of mine safety from 
the standpoint not of mine owners, who 
occupy safe offices, but of the miners, 
who risk their lives every time they go 
underground to dig coal. I say that 
Director Eadie is a man who approaches 
the problem of mine safety from the 
standpoint of both owners and miners.

Senator Taft lost no time in — himself 
against Gen. Eisenhower’ s views on the foreign 
aid bill.. 

The General had said that the piléion-dollar cut 
already made would be “heavily ang seriously 
felt” in European defense, and that any deeper 
cut would require a “drastic revision” of the pro- 
gram which he considers essential to American 
security. Senator Taft responded that even a two- 
billion-dollar slash would in no way endanger 
security. 

_As the Senator well knows, he is telling the 
people what they would like to hear. If the price 
of security can be cut, everybody is in favor of 
cutting it. But Senator Taft’s judgment must be 
checked against his own judgments of the past 
and against those of other Senators who, not 


being presidential candidates, may be under less | 


presgure than he to adopt the supertielaly popu- 
lar stand.

Pact itself essential to American security. He 
now accepts it, but says in effect that implement- 
ing it costs too much.

As for the judgment of other Senators, the 


. most impressive is that of Senator Wiley of Wis- 


consin, the ranking Republican on the Foreign 
Relations Committee, who urged his party to 
stand firm against further reductions. Most mem- 
bers of the party, he said, “are not willing to 
sacrifice this Republic in order to win an elec- 
tion.” 

The question of just where to draw the line on 
foreign aid is extremely difficult. Appropria- 
tions for this item should be no more sacro- 
sanct than any other. They must stand the test 
of critical scrutiny by Congress and citizens. 
But responsible Senators and citizens will keep 
in mind what the Committee for Economic De- 
velopment said in a recent study of the whole 
budgetary problem: j 
We believe that foreign assistance is as 

necessary to Our oOWn security as our own 
military program. The components of both 
the foreign assistance program and our own 
military program should be objectively ex- 
amined from the standpoint of usefulness 
and efficiency. But this examination should 
not assume that a dollar spent for foreign 
assistance is less essential.to our security 
than a dollar spent for our own forces. 


Similarly, there is no fundamental differ- 
ence, from the standpoint of our own secu- 
rity, between foreign assistance given in 
the form of military end items and foreign 
assistance given in some other form. The 
form of the assistance is a matter of effici- 
ency to be decided in each instance on the 
merits of the particular case.

The scale of the foreign aid program, then, 
must be determined by the scale of the total 
security program. And in deciding what scale 
is proper most of us will prefer to accept the 
judgment of Gen. Eisenhower and his staff, and 
that of committee members who have closely 
studied the program, rather than the snap opin- 
ion of a political candidate who has not been 
notably right on some occasions in the past. 

The judgment of Gen. Eisenhower and of the 
Senate committee is that it would be dangerous 
to cut foreign aid below the billion dollars ‘al- 
ready cut. 


A Note on the Spelling of “Trouts” 

Although we are filled only with unadulterated 
good will towards all men, there are those who 
forever lie subtly in wait to entrap us. What 
these sharp spirits watch most of all is our spell- 
ing. And so, when we wrote the other day of 
trouts, they wese upon us at once. “Who,” they 
cried, “ever formed the plural of trout with an 
s?” And there we had them, and not they us. 

True, those who are parsimonious with their 
letters dispense with that final s. But more gen- 
erous writers have used it for a good 300 years 
and longer. Not the least among these, we hasten 
to point out, were the great Izaak Walton, he 
who wrote “The Complete Angler,” and his good 
friend, Charles Cotton, who rounded out that all- 
important work with “Instructions, How to Angle 
for a Trout or Grayling in a Clear Stream.” 

If the former was the father of angling in gen- 
eral, the latter certainly was the father of fly- 
fishing. Between them, Father Walton and the 
poetic Cotton produced the first, greatest and 
most lasting classic on the gentle art of catching 
fish. And if Walton -can speak of “having caught 
three brace of Trouts,” and Cotton can tell you 
that.“the best Trouts will lie in shallow streams 
to watch for prey,” what effrontery it would be 
not to follow them! Genius ever deserves the 
homage of imitation. 

As for Noah Webster in his dictionary, he 
spells the plural of trout both ways—with and 
without the s.

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If the Truce Fails 


If the Korean truce talks finally fail, the 
temptation will be strong to clamor for some 
drastic new action in the hope of reaching a 
settlement by other means. 

A blockade of the China ports has been pro- 
posed. Or the bombing of Manchuria. Or the 
use of atomic weapons. Or a renewed ground 
offensive into North Korea. 

Gen, Bradley and other military leaders, ac- 
cording to the Post-Dispatch mijitary analyst, 
Brig. Gen. Thomas R. Phillips (retired), oppose 


all of these courses. They favor the less spectacu- 


lar but more practical course of continuing what 
we are now doing—holding on the ground while 
conducting a steady air offensive in North Korea. 

Merely to continue what you are doing some- 
times requires great patience. But in this case 
patience should be’ more promising than the al- 
ternative. All of the various methods of expand- 
ing the war, though they might momentarily re- 
lieve, feelings of frustration, have one common 
defect in addition to the slaughter that would be 
involved. None of them offers any real assurance 
that the objective of a quick and final decision 
could be reached. 

The essence of the Korean situation is that 
no quick and final decision, to be enforced by 
some dramatic action and followed by a trium- 
phant return. home, is possible. The war cannot 
be quickly ended by enlarging it. To destroy 
Manchuria or to march to the Yalu at a heavy 
cost would not solve the problem: of Chinese and 
Russian interention in Korea, but probably 
complicate it. : 

The wiser course—if the more difficult—is the 
one Gen. Bradley has chosen.) We must hope

Impatient with “nothing but speeches coming 
out of City Hall.” Local 688 of the AFL Ware- 
house and Distribution Workers Union plans to 
begin circulation of petitions calling for a board 
of freeholders to consider a publicly owned 
metropolitan transit system. 

Mayor Darst once proposed this line of action 
himself. It still seems to us preferable to his 
more recent plan looking toward g city transit 
authority. The very essence of the transit prob- 
lem is its metropolitan scope. This problem will 
not be solved by running away from it. 

Mayor Darst has said that study shows a 
merger of city and county transit systems into 
one operation might be “financially dangerous.” 
That depends on what his assumptions are. If 
he is assuming that the transit system myst con- 
tinue to pay the equivalent of full local taxes, 
he might be right. But this is one assumption 


that may have to be questioned if the St. Louis - 


area is to obtain a transit system which provides 
fully adequate service in the whole area. 

And such a system should be the objective. 
No doubt the present owners of Public Service 
Co. would be happy to provide service on the 
high-density routes alone, skimming the cream 
of the traffic and letting the rest of the metro- 
politan area move as best it can. But why set 
up a public agency to do that sort of job? 

Whether public ownership is the right solution 
has not been established, but the starting point 
ought to be the proposition that the St. Louis 
area needs a strong metropolitan transit system. 
A board of freeholders representing both city 
and county, rather than a purely city committee, 
should be authorized to explore the problem 
from that viewpoint. 
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Thirty-eight Years of Mother's Days 

A good many Mother's days have gone under 
the bridge—39, counting the one that is slipping 
by right now—and a good deal has happened to 
mother, on the average, during that time. The 
present model, a pretty smartly turned-out job 
if we do say so, would probably have some trou- 
ble distinguishing 1914's mother from Whistler's. 
And the mother of 38 years ago would almost 
surely consider her new counterpart a fairly 
forward baggage. Mother’s days, all of them, 
have become a lot more fun for a lot more moth- 
ers as they’ve gone along. 

There were so many people, places, thoughts, 
books and modes of expression, to say nothing 
of activities and occupations, that the mother 
of 1914—or any other well-brought-up young 
woman—was sheltered from. If she used rouge 
and lipstick she was “a painted woman.” It be- 
came a cliche of the early movies to identify a 
woman of loose morals by having her smoke a 
cigarette. Cultivated young ladies did not allow 
themselves to be seen on the street alone. Books 
of “new thought,” oaths like “darn,” activities 
like a career, and attractions like good-looking 


legs, were considered de-feminizing, not to say 


coarsening. 

One of the very nicest things about Mother’s 
day 1952 is that the whole wide world has been 
opened up to her as it has never been before 
since the world began. If she wants to play 
golf, run an advertising’ agency, show off her 
figure in a Bikini suit, read all about existential- 
ism, take a bicycle tour of France, or cuss about 
the presidential election, that’s her prerogative.

A reader in the United States who wants 
to be well-informed can take in the worth- 
while and significant part of the torrent of 
information which pours down upon him 
in a normal 24 hours only if he works 
hard and constantly at a mammoth job of 
selection which ought, in my submission, 
to be done by the press for him. 


There have been correspondents in Brit- 
ain who have written with great compre- 
hension about the country. 


On the other hand, there are correspond- 
ents for other newspapers whose reporting 
and comment have made of Britain a cu- 
rious phantom-land 
wherein everyone’s 
mistakes loom larger 
than life and all that 
is good is diminished. 

The fact almost 
certainly is, though, 
that the vast major- 
ity of Americans 
must form their day- 
to-day view of Brit- 
ain from newspapers 
which have no staff . 
correspondents in 
London, which take what the news agen- 


' gies send them, and which use as much 


or as little of the news agency file as local 
conditions seem to warrant, 

It is not true that Britain is or recently 
was a predatory imperialist power, intent 
upon the exploitation of subject peoples for 
its own enrichment, or that Britain’s single 
thought in the Far East has been to pro- 
tect its investments in Hong Kong and 
thereabouts, or that Britain recognized the 
Chinese Communist Government out of a 
series of ignoble commercial motives. 


Yet these are impressions widely gained 
in the United States by average Americans 
from coast to coast. 

It is not true and never has been true 
that the British variety of Socialism is 
“creeping ,Communism,” or that it bears 
any affinity with or sympathy for the So- 
viet brand of Communism. Yet in the 
years when the Labor Government was in 
power in London, there were large num- 
bers of average Americans who cherished 
these views. 

The average American seems to me to 
be well aware of the austerity that has 
dragged one section of the British popula- 
tion down to a standard of living far be- 
low what it enjoyed before the war. But 
he does not seem to be as well aware of 
the national self-discipline that has en- 
abled another and larger section to be 
raised to a standard of living far above 
what it used to know. 


I have not mounted this soap-box with 
any idea of suggesting that the news agen- 
cies are to blame. d have seen them do 
magnificent jobs of reporting from Britain. 
I have no serious charges to make of defi- 
ciencies of conscience or skill on the part 
of either correspondents or the newspapers 
who employ them. 

I only say that if the objective is to leave 
the average American with a clear and 


reasonably complete idea of what is going 


on in Britain, and why it is going on, then 
it has not yet been gained and there is 
further progress to be made,

The majority of Britain’s newspapers 
are organs of entertainment. To maintain 
their huge circulations of two to four mil- 
lion, Britain’s mass appeal dailies, with a 
few notable exceptions, find out what en- 
tertains the reader, then give it to him. 


Because of this characteristic, the pic- 
ture of the United States is somewhat 
distorted, somewhat superficial, often en- 
tirely erroneous. A Hollywood shooting, 
gangsterism in Chicago, a juicy divorce 
case involving public figures or Hollywood 
characters, lynchings—all these make en- 
tertaining reading. 

The impression is created here that the 
United States is a vast land of fast women, 
tough guys and well-oiled submachine guns. 
It is true, however, that if an average 
newspaper reader in Britain were disposed 
to read all the dailies published in London 
he would get something of the serious side 
of America, of its struggle to handle the 
role of world leadership “so suddenly 
thrust upon it. 


There are many bright spots in the Brit- 
ish press. There are some excellent cor- 
respondents in the United States, who 
set out seriously to draw a fair picture of 
America, These men are handicapped by 
limitations of space because of the severe 


‘ newsprint shortage in the United Kingdom. 


In the last two years, more and more of 
the informative, interrelated type of news 
of America has been appearing in repu- 
table British newspapers. But if these 
reports are critical of the American way of 
life or of American foreign policy they 
receive more prominent play. 


Examples are reports of the Negro prob- 
lem and the persecutions of Communists. 
Such news receives a 
good deal of atten- 
tion in the Labor 
press, which misses 
few opportunities to 
take a crack at the 
capitalistic system.

What picture has 
the -average British 
reader so far of the 
United States? The 

Americans are a rich and rather racy 
crowd surrounded by a sizable group of 
law-breakers.

The 
Negro problem is grossly mishandled in 
the United States. 


There is also one vital impression of the 
United States-and its people that is pre- 
conceived, but which is frequently rein- 
forced in the British press. That is that 
America is not leading the Western world 
as well as Britain eould if it were in a 
position to do so. This attitude toward a 
successor is a perfectly natural one, but 
only on rare occasions is an effort made 
here in the newspapers to break it down.

‘independence from coming to this 
part of the world. 

This sort of deadlock has been 
going on now for four years. It 
is getting nobody anywhere. 

- The fact is that the United 
States cannot count on the friend- 
ship and support of the Middle 
East and Africa until it recog- 
nizes their problems and tries to 
do something about them. At the 
same time, the Arab and African 
‘world must recognize the greater 
danger of Communism to the free

| All indications are that the 
‘Middle East anti Africa are will-

H had never cracked the 
colonial whip in these areas and 
it has worked to. help free India, 
Pakistan, Burma and other coun- 
tries. But, at the moment, the 
United States has lost most of its 
prestige for going along wtih 
France over the colonial adminis- 
trations in Morocco and Tunisia. 

So the Middle East drifts to- 
ward the rocks, 

How Reds Are Working. 

In Iran, the Communists can 
swing 16 per cent of the vote, but 
elsewhere in the Middle East, the 
percentage is less than 5. 

That small group, in Egypt and 
Syria, fans the flames of nation- 
alism and xenophobia. It makes 
capital out of United Nations re- 
fusal to discuss French adminis- 
tration in Morocco and Tunisia. 
Unable to exert much influence 
alone, it works inside those par- 
ties that are most nationalistic 
.and most anti-French and anti- 
British. 

Danger in the Middle East lies 
in intense nationalism which is 
produced partly by Communist 
agitation. The spark can ‘break 
into flame if the Communists take 
over leadership of such narties. 

Many observers are extremely 
gloomy over the future of the 
area, They say France and Italy 
have larger Communist move- 
ments because they have better- 
educated and more intelligent 
people than the Middle East, ‘but 
a little education in the Middle 
East, they fear, will only raise the 
general level high enough to make 
Communist propaganda better un- 
derstood. 

Intelligent leadership is need- 
ed throughout the area. That 
kind of leadership is strictly at 
a premium. 

Social and economic progress, 
already too long delayed, must be 
be brought along rapidly to- 
gether with a propaganda pro- 
gram cutting the ground out 
from under Communism. It is 
a difficult job and the United 
States must play a leading part 
in it. No one else can. The pres- 
ent moment, while Communism 
is still weak, is the time to 
begin. 

The Middle East has awakened 
to the forces at work in the 
world. In another five or 10 
years, it may be too late—and 
impossible.

NUERNBERG, Germany, May 
10 (AP)—Capt. William Powless 
of Galesburg, Ill., was sentenced 
by a court-martial to five years’ 
imprisonment and dishonorable 
discharge for illegal possession of 
12 post exchange ration cards, 
United States Army authorities 
announced today.

On Japan? No Definite Policy

This is all the more remarkable 
since the Japanese problems must 
bulk very heavily indeed in- the 
thoughts of the Politburo. The 
reason for it is the obvious one— 
namely, Stalin has not made up 
his mind about Japan. 

We are so used to assuming, in 


a master plan, conceived by a cal- 
culating genius of a brilliance and 
foresight and milignancy never 
before encountered on this planet, 
that the idea that Stalin and his 
colleagues have no coherent pol- 
icy about a matter so close to 
them as Japan must appear as 
something like lese majeste, but 
it is é¢asy enough to understand 
if we glance at the present and 
the future in the light of the past. 
Threat Unrecognized. 

On the face of it, the develop- 
ment of Japan is and must be a 
matter of overriding importance 
to any government of Russia. One 
would expect any Russian foreign 
office to concentrate its best 
brains in the Japanese division 
and to develop an understanding 
of the Japanese mind and Japa- 
nese aims and aspirations, ‘but, in 
fact, the reverse has happened. 

In spite of their very real fears 


sian governments, Czarist as well 
as Soviet, have been so obsessed 
with the menace of first British, 
then American imperialism that 
they have never been able to see 
Japan clearly and in true per- 
spective. 

For many years, when Japan 
was a growing menace to the 
Kremlin’s ideas for North China, 
Stalin was unable to bring him- 
self to consider this threat objec- 
tively. The supreme enemy, as 
he saw it, was the expanding im- 
perialism of the Anglo-Saxon na- 
tions; and so profound was this 
doctrinal prejudice that the Po- 
litburo positively encouraged Jap- 
anese ambitions at the expense of 
China (directly) and the Soviet 
Union (indirectly) in order to 
weaken the influence and au- 
thority of the imaginary bogies 
of America and Britain. 

Blindness Under Czars. 

Nor was this blindness purely 
doctrinal. In the nineteenth cen- 
tury, under the Czars, Russian 
diplomats in the Far East showed 
themselves insanely sensitive to 
the faintest suggestion of British 
interest in the Amur Valley, or 
Sakhalin island, and blind to the 
real power in that region, Japan. 
Not even the Russo-Japanese war, 
which should have been an eye- 
opener, seems to have affected 
this fundamental misconception. 

It is a misconception paralleled 
by Russia’s misunderstanding of 
Germany. Stalin in 1939, like 
the Czars before him, seems to 
have been thoroughly imbued 
with the illusion that he could 
handle Germany and Japan and 
play off both against the Anglo- 
Saxon powers. - 

Reasons for this disastrous 
error were probably, connected 
with the belief of the Politburo 
that both Germany and Japan 
spoke the same language of pow- 
er as Soviet Russia and were 
open to cynical and unscrupulous 
agreements with limited practical 
ends, whereas both England and 
America, behind their idealistic 
pretensions, were seen as being 
dead-set on imperial domination 
over all the wonld. 

Be that as it may, Soviet for- 
eign policy seems to have seen 
Japan as a partner in sin who 
could be bought off by limited 
concessions and who was useful 
as an important element in the 
Soviet balance of power, designed 
to hold in check the imperialist 
aspirations of the Anglo-Saxon 
powers. 

Thus, for the last hundred 
years, it has been deliberate Rus- 
sian policy to keep China. in a 


cal chaos. 
and united China has for long 
been an occupational nightmare 
of all Russian foreign ministers, 
but the thought that a weak and 
backward China was standing in- 
vitation to exploitation by a 
strong and expanding Japan 
seems never to have been taken 
seriously by the Russians.

VIET MINH LOSSES 
PUT AT 500,000 
MEN IN 6 YEARS 


SAIGON, Indochina, May 10 
(AP)—Gen. Raoul Salan, French 
commander in chief, estimated to- 
day that Communist-led Viet Minh 
armies have lot more than half a 
million men in their six-year war 
against French and Viet Namese 
in Indochina. 

He said the count showed 200,- 
000 enemy troops had been 
killed, 200,000 taken prisoner and 
400,000 wounded since the con- 
flict started Dec. 19, 1946, up to 
May 1 of this year. 

Salan estimated that of 400,000 
Viet Minh wounded, only three 
fourths had been able to return 
to battle. Thus over-all, he said, 
“a half million enemy troops are 
definitely out of action.” 

He estimated French union ca- 
sualties, including killed, wounded, 
prisoners, missing and those re- 
patriated because of illness, at 
around 100,000. 

Salan' said the recent French 
clean-up drives in the Red river 
delta had hit the Viet Minh hard

ERSISTENT reports of pdpula- 
Prtion shifts within the Soviet

One story in Stockholm is that 
the Russians are building a guard 
line all the way from Lithuania 
or Latvia to Romania, populating 
the border areas with nomadic 
Asiatic peoples or Mongols after 
deporting the native population. 
The operation is said to center on 
the border between present Po- 
land and that part of the U.S.S.R. 
which was Polish before it was 
seized by the Russians under the 
1939 Nazi-Soviet pact. 

British and American sources 
in Vienna have no confirmation 
of the report. They tend to be- 
lieve that the settlements along 
the border area are made up of 
prison labor. 

Interreport-Ost, an organization 
in Vienna which sifts information 
from Soviet satellite countries, 
recently heard the Mongol story. 

“These rumors,” it _ said, 
“seemed fantastic in the begin- 
ning. Analyses of serious scien- 
tists, plus similarities in reports 
from persons who have been in 
eastern Poland, however, continue 
to indicate: such a movement of 
population. 

“There still fs the question 
whether this is a punitive depor- 
tation or whether the Russians 
mean this settlement to be a kind 
of cordon sanitaire against the 
penetration of western currents. 
One thing is certain: The move- 
ment of population from Asia to 
the Soviet-Polish borders is far 
from being concluded. New trans- 
ports keep coming—peoples who 
are closely guarded by Russian 
soldiers in settlements which are 
half concentration camps and 
half kolkhozes (collective farms). 

“Polish reports mention the fol- 
lowing tribes: K2zan Tartars, Kha- 
zaks from the Astrakhan region, 
Uzbeks, Kalmucks, Ehirgiz, cen- 
tral Asian Khazaks and Tshu- 
khonzes from the region of the 
Karelian ice coast.”

EHIND the pressure to wind up the negotiations which will give

almost independent status is the

In the first place, there is no 
assurance, even at this late date, 
that the agreements can be com- 
pleted this month and presented 
to the present Congress or that 
they will be accepted by the Ger- 
mans. 

Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
is having increasing difticulty 
with the members of his own 
coalition government. In the 
most recent local elections, this 
week, the opposition Socialists 
showed astonishing strength. 
Much of this reflects German dis- 
appointment at what the Ger- 
mans consider short of “com- 
plete equality.” 

Task of Producing Soldiers. 


Until the agreements are rati- 
fied, the Germans can do little 
more than make plans. There 
can be no “defense ministry.” 
The only agency which now ex- 
ists is a section of the chancel- 
lor’s office established to answer 
“questions” and to negotiate Ger- 
many’s share in the European 
Defense Community. This Ger- 
man office has a staff of 170, in- 
cluding typists and stenographers. 
Only 41 have direct military ex- 
perience or can be classified as 
“experts.” 

Once a German defense minis- 
try is created, the Germans can 
begin seriously the job of produc- 
ing soldiers, but 18 months to two 
years is required, according to the 
best estimates of bcth United 
States and German technicians, to 
create competent soldiers from re- 
cruits and only then when equip- 
fment and training facilities are 
available. 

One of the key questions still 
undecided is the share the Ger- 
mans will have to spend on them- 
selves from the amounts they 
must raise for European defense. 
Currently they are slated to get 
less than one billion dollars out of 
a contribution of more than two 
and one-half billion dollars. The 
rest will go for the support of 
Allied units now stationed here. 


Out of this the Germans must 
provide everything, down to new 
training grounds, for a force equal 
to some 12 divisions. 

All the present training areas. 
are occupied by Allied forces. Ac- 
cording to German accounts, they. 
approached the United States with 
a request that the Germans share 
some of the facilities with the 
Americans, but they were told by 
the Americans: “We would. be 
glad to let you use our training 
areas from noon on Saturday until 
8 o’clock Monday morning.” 


Need for Senior Officers. 


If German support of Allied 
units is reduced, on the other 
hand, there is an excellent chance 
that at least one British division 
will have to be recalled. British 
armor is the core of the present 
European defense fcerce. 

Much is heard about the impor- 
tance of finding skilled non-coms 
for the new German force, but far 
more difficulty is likely to be en- 
countered in finding a nucleus of 
senior officers who are both able 
and willing to serve. 

There are some 600 former 
General Staff officers in the age 
range of 35 to 45 in West Ger- 
many. About 200 are believed to 
be physically unfit or politically 
undesirable. Of the remaining 
400 many have been snapped up 
by bourgeoning German indus- 
tries in the past 18 months. After 
five or six lean and hungry years 
it is not surprising that the in- 
dustrial offers are _ attractive.

Skilled officers and trained men 
are of little value without arms,

In the end, the Germans prob- 
ably will have to be permitted 
and encouraged to produce most 
of their own.

Arminius, glib of tongue and 
lively of imagination, is soon 
playing three roles. To Kate 
and the humble guildfolk he is 
an itinerant scholar and their 
occasional spokesman. To the 
rich merchants he is the Baron 
Gaglioffo whose schemes are 
guaranteed to make them richer. 
To the pagan element who are 
in control of the rebellion he is 
one of the elect. However, 
Heilbronn offers too narrow a 
stage for even clever Arminius 
to play all three roles simul- 
taneously. His exposure forces 
him to take sides, but not be- 
fore he has made his hazardous 


situation profitable for his new 
allies. 

Mr. Williams has a faculty 
for capturing the mood and the 
color of a period. In “The 
Rogue From Padua” both the 
class stratification of medieval 
Germany and the social factors 
which played an important part 
in the Reformation are com- 
petently handled.

succumb to the morbid fascina- 
tion of a bullfight, the hipsters 
seem to enjoy the same emo- 
tional charge at a prizefight, 
and they follow the fights and 
their results with almost as 
much zeal as. the back-room 
jam sessions held by bebop 
combos after dances. The 
analogies could go on to take in 
such matters of style as Mr. 
Brossard’s reluctance to use 
contractions in his brusque 
dialogue, his repetition of key- 
words, his general disregard for 
the conventions of plot and his 
reliance on episodes to keep 
the novel moving. But for all 
their spiritual and delineative 
kinship with the moral wander- 
ers of time and Hemingway 
novels past, Brossard’s men and 
women have souls of their own.

HE protagonist of the novel, 
TT tears Porter, is a despicable

However, 
the hero (if such a novel can 
have a hero) of “Who Walk in 
Darkness” is a person of integ- 
rity. Blake Williams offers the 
girl comfort and love. He ab- 
hors the violence with which 
the novel egds. He sympathizes 
with Porter when the latter is 
accused openly of being an il- 
legitimate child, and Blake be- 
friends Harry Lees, whose fear 
of being a homosexual without 
knowing it seems to precipitate 
his murder. It is also Blake 
who sees where the degenerat- 
ing atmosphere of the village 
will lead the hipster: 

“Everybody was alone and 
everybody was going through 
the same thing ... if you were 
not able to stop yourself from 
doing all sorts of things you 
really did not want to do only 
because you were lonely, then 
it had you beat and that was 
the end of you.” 

There is honest sensitivity, 
a measure of universality, and 
much excellent writing in “Who 
Walk Alone.” The only recent 
novel I can think of to compare 
it with is “The Catcher in the 
Rye.”

Regardless 
of the tool that does the work, 
its art may be a kind of sacra- 
ment by which humanity re- 
news its life each spring.

T may, on the other hand,’ be

withered dnd diseased. As yet 
we have found no substitute for 
the essential process of plow- 
ing, sowing and reaping, though 
safeguards and improvements 
are constantly increasing in ac- 
ceptance.

Record of an Outrage 


THE ELLEN KNAUFF STORY, by 
Ellen Raphael Knauff.

HIS is the record of an 
T outrage. Reading it for the 

first time in an unbroken, 
personal narrative is an infuri- 
ating experience. It makes you 
wonder when and how the 
United States Government, or 
any départment of it, grew so 
doggedly high-handed as to sub- 
ject any human to the three- 
year ordeal perpetrated on the 
author in the name of “secur- 
ity.” Surely it wasn't’ always 
thus. Or was it? 

Few Post-Dispatch readers 
will need to be reminded of 
Ellen Knauff: how this young 
German-born, Jewish war bride 
of an American ex-G.I. was held 
for deportation on Ellis Island 
in three separate stretches total- 
ling 26 months; how she was 
again and again refused a hear- 
ing; how she clung to her toe- 
hold in America despite fantas- 
tic efforts to whisk her off to 
Eurgpe and out of the way; 
and How, after vigorous pro- 
tests in a small section of the 
press and frustrating squabbles 
before a bewildering variety of 
judicial, legislative and adminis- 
trative tribunals, the Board of 
Immigration Appeals finally de- 
cided that the long-hidden 
“charges” against Mrs. Knauff 
were based on airy hearsay and 
could not be sustained. 


Now Mrs. Knauff tells what 
it was like to be the terri- 
fied star in this ‘Perils of 
Pauline” drama with its over- 
tones right out of George Or- 
well’s “1984.”

Rubber-asphalt paving, which has 
been used recently in a large number of 
highway experiments, is being tried out 
in a new application. In Bogor, Java, 
the world’s first natural rubber-asphalt 
tennis court has been laid. 

According to tennis players who have 
used the court, the new surface has 
many advantages—the hardness of the 
court is good and practically the same 
at any temperature; the court is firm 
and “‘slow’’, which gives. the desired 


slow bounce; it is dust-free and dries 
quickly after rain; the black surface 
makes a good contrast with the white 
balls; and the court does not need 
spraying, “dragging”, or rolling. 

Should the surface be damaged, it 
can be repaired very quickly and simply. 
However, since one of the chief advan- 
tages claimed for the rubber-asphalt 
material is durability, it is expected 
that the new court will have superior 
wearing quality.

U. S. Is World’s Big User 

In the United States, rubber con- 
sumption has increased faster than in 
any other part of the world. In 1900? 
75,000,000 Americans used new rubber 
at the rate of one pound per person; in 
1951, 150,000,000 Americans were using 
new rubber at the rate of 18 pounds per 
person. New applications for rubber 
developed during the past few years, 
such as rubber roads, promise even 
greater use in the future. 

That production has kept pace with 
this soaring demand is a tribute to all

Budgrafting and Re-planting to Greatly 


Boost Future Natural Rubber Output 


World production of natural rubber 
will increase greatly during the next 25 
years without. substantially increasing 
the total number of rubber trees. 

The answer is—budgrafting and re- 
planting with higher-yielding stocks. 

Proof of such a potential increase in 
natural rubber production is contained 
in recent figures from Malaya. Of the 
1% million acres of rubber trees on 


estates larger than 100 acres, 1,200,000 
acres were producing rubber at an an- 
nual average rate of only 355 pounds 
per acre. The other 300,000 acres, how- 
ever, planted to high-yielding stock, 
produced at an annual rate of about 
805 pounds per acre. Yields of 1,500 
pounds per acre are being achieved 
right now, and rubber geneticists be- 
lieve even higher production is possible.

hand at the weekend for prep 
track competition in Missouri and 
Illinois on the fields of the state 
universities. 

Illinois has just one big meet 
for the high schools with prelimi- 
naries Friday and finals Satur- 
day, so it was necessary to have 
district eliminations, most of 
which were held yesterday. Ath- 
letes who finish first or second or 
who turn in a performance which 
is equal to or better than a 
standard established by the IIli- 
nois High School Athletic Associa- 
tion are eligible to compete at 
Champaign. 

Missouri, on the other hand, has 
three divisions — “A,” “B” and 
“C”"—depending upon the enroll- 
ment of the schools. “B” and “C” 
competition tock place yesterday 
at Columbia so this Friday and 
Saturday the “A” schools—those 
with enrollments of more than 
500—will help celebrate the fifti- 
eth anniversary of prep track in 
Missouri. 

In both cases athletes who qual- 
ify by their ability are eligible 
to compete no matter what their 
year in schocl or their ages. 
Therefore boys listed as juniors 
for the average dual meet can 
participate as well as the older 
seniors. That helps a school like 
University City, which can use 
juniors, who perform equally well 
with the seniors.

pushed to completion by an ex- 
ceptional “idea man,” John Nies. 
Several years ago, when it was 
evident. that the Court had a 
serious drainage problem, he ral- 
lied the rest of the men for the 
installation of a 20-inch storm 
sewer. Laborers were hired to dig 
the excavation, but the men on 
the Court laid the heavy tiles and 
filled and graded the soil. 

“Operation Storm Sewer” was 
completed; appropriately enough, 
on Labor day, and the total cost 
was about 20 per cent of commer- 
cial estimate. When the job was 
finished, all hands celebrated with 
a big barbecue. 

Spraying the gardens is also a 
community project on Hawthorne 
court. These co-operativé families 
own a 50-gallon power sprayer 
which can send a strong stream of 
insecticide to the tops of the 
trees. Herbert Demaree, who is a 
chemist, purchases all of the 
spray materials, and is mixer-in- 
chief. At spraying time the other 
men lend a hand, and the seven 
gardens are protected in short 
order, 

Families on the Court also have 


joint ownership of an estate-size | f 


leaf raker. Excess leaves are put 
on a community leaf pile near the 
Nies vegetable garden, forming a 
compost that is available to every- 
one on the Court.

Nies may some day have a large 
flowery garden behind the green- 
house. At present this spacious 
level area is used for community 
fun and recreation. Besides a 
sandbox for young fry, there is 
plenty of room for c yard soft | 
ee or even back yard soft- 
ball. Here also are picnic tables 
and a barbecue pit. 


The youngsters have “open 
range” on Hawthorne court, Nies 
points out, for there are no fences. 
The children usually are consid- 
erate of plantings, however, and 
rarely do much damage, In fact, 
they enjoy setting out and caring 
ys the signe af 

maree an es serve as pur- 
chasing agents See for the gardeners 
on the This spring the 
order included two tens of chem- 
ical fertilizer, and @ large con- 
signment of roses. Grass seed, 
and even manure also are bought 
in large quantities. All of the 
families on the Court are sup- 
plied pansies, petunias, snapdrag- 
ons, salvia and other bedding 
plants, which are grown in the 
greenhouse. 

Lukewarm Drinks. 

Although Nies owns the green- 
house, he operates it in partner- 
ship with Herb Demaree. The 
two men did practically all of the 
construction work themselves. The 
building has a concrete founda- 
tion, and has hot water heat, 
piped from a gas-fired boiler in 
the Nies basement. There are 
two thermostats—one which keeps 
the temperature at an even 65 
degrees, and the other controls 
the vents, opening them automa- 


|| tically on warm days. The green- 


house is lighted and it has a water 
connection, with a special mixing 
valve in the basement, so that 
plants can be given hot, cold, or 
lukewarm drinks on order. 

The Nies-Demaree greenhouse 
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is always filled to capacity, for 
there are plants, quite literally, 
from the floor to the glass roof. 
On two. sides one concrete 
benches (which are inverted pre- 
cast concrete slabs) are filled with 
African violets, In the center of 
the greenhouse, African violets, 
gloxinias (raised both from seeds 
and bulbs), cyclamens, begonias, 
and orchids of many types have 
“bleacher seats’ on a series of 
slotted cypress shelves. In the 
shaded area beneath this pyramid 
of plants are hundreds upon hun- 
dreds of small African violets. 


Shade tolerant plants also grow 
beneath the benches, and many 
others hang overhead on glass 
shelves, suspended from stout 
poles. 

“The only way we could get 
more plants in is to remove the 
paint,” Nies said with a smile. 
“We started out with six African 
tviolets and now we have about 
2000 plants of some forty varie- 
ties. We have about 75 orchids 
and in season like to grow things 
like poinsettias and Easter lilies. 
People keep giving us things, too. 


“If we were building the green- 
house again, wei made just one 


change—we'd make it about twice 
as long.” ©

At anal however, the con- 
struction outlook is improving 
and PHA wants to build more 
low-rent housing projects. This 
is violently opposed by the Na- 
tional Association of Home Build- 
ers and other real estate groups 
spearheading an unrelenting cam- 
paign to abolish PHA altogether. 

One NAHB official declares:

Public housing just provides jobs 
for bureaucrats.” 
On the other hand, public hous- 
ing advocates argue ‘that the pro- 
gram is needed because the build- 
ing industry has demonstrated “it 
is unable to provide decent homes 
for the nation’s families earning 
less than $3000 a year. 
President Truman is supported 
in this contention by his top eco- 
nomic adviser, Leon Keyserling, 
Senators Humphrey (Dem.) Minn., 
Douglas (Dem.) Ill., Tobey (Rep.), 
New Hampshire, and other offi- 
cials who have criticized the. so- 
called “real estate lobby.” 
As the matter now stands, the 
house has appropriated enough 
funds for the 12 months starting 
next July to allow construction 
of 5000 PHA dwellings. The 
President requested 75,000 units 
and NAHB opposed any building 
at all. 
Both sides in the dispute are 
figuring Congress will recommend 
a compromise. PHA officials are 
expecting permission to build at 
least 50,000 units, the same num- 
ber permitted in the current fis- 
cal year. 
Builders privately are hoping 
no more than 25,000 dwellings 
will be approved but the National 
Housing Conference, a_ public 
housing group, wants the goal of 
135,000 PHA homes a year re- 
established. Meanwhile, the home 
building industry is preparing to 
open a “save our cities’ campaign 
designed to rid the nation of 
slums and encourage housing 
construction in otherwise run 
down metropolitan areas. 
For some time, housing experts 
have been alarmed over the re- 
fusal of local groups to rehabili- 
tate choice property sites in 
major cities which have ‘been al- 
lowed to fall into complete dis- 
repair. 
This has been largely responsi- 
ble for the growing home build- 
ing trend in suburban areas. 
Builders and buyers simply ®are 
not interested in homes located 
in or bordering on slum districts. 
NAHB officials are planning to 
call a nationwide conference in 
August to do something about 
the problem. It will ask women’s 
clubs, veterans groups and other 
business and social organizations 
to join the campaign. 
The building association says 
tremendous progress on a clean- 
up program has been achieved in 
Pasadena, Calif., in the last two 
years and there is no reason why 
such work cannot be carried out 
on a national scale. 

Credit Ease, Later. 
The Federal Reserve board is 
expected shortly to relax real 
estate credit controls as a follow- 
up on removal of the curbs on 
purchases of household appliances 
and home furnishings. 
Board officials and industry 
spokesmen say immediate removal 
of home buying controls is not 
likely, but there is a good chance 
the action will be taken some 
time this summer. 
It is understood the board is 
reluctant to act at the present 
time, because home building is 
running at high rates. Produc- 
tion of household goods, however, 
has fallen off considerably, mak- 
ing it necessary to give that 
branch of industry a “shot in the 
arm” through credit relief, the 
officials contend. 


FOUR YEAR COLLEGE COURSE 
IN HOME BUILDINGS ANNOUNCED 


A new college course in. home 
building leading to a degree will 
be available te students next fall 
through co-operation of the na- 
tion’s home builders. The course, 
carrying a B.S, degree in Busi- 
ness Administration, will be of- 
fered by Trinity University, San 
Antonio, according to the Na- 
tional Association of Home Build- 
ers.

near-impossibility: a non-stop - 
airplane flight from New 
York to Paris, charted in ad- 
vance like a street car ride.

OSIE the Riveter is back. At 
first glance she may look like

But seven years have changed 
Rosie, she will be the first to ad- 
mit.

has worked out a pretty good 
system, Mrs. Pyrtle explains. 

She and her husband get up 
and eat their breakfast and get 
ready to go to work. Then Mrs. 
Pyrtle gets the boys’ breakfast 
ready to cook. “For instance,” 
she says, “I'll make up a batch 
of waffle batter and leave it by 
the waffle iron, so all they have 
to do is cook them.” 


At 7 a.m., when Mr. and Mrs. 
Pyrtle depart for the plant, they 
wake the boys. They usually come 
down in their pajamas and start 
cooking their breakfast. After 
they’ve eaten they get dressed 
and go to school. 

“In the afternoon,” Mrs. Pyr- 
tle explains, “they have strict 
orders to go straight home from 
school and stay in until we get 
home, We usually get there shortly 
after 4 o'clock, so they don’t have 
to stay in very long.” 

Mrs. Pyrtle, since going back 
to work, has found herself -half 
a riveting team with Mrs. Loretta 
Fahrmeier, another veteran of the 
war years. Riveters, one learns, 
work in teams. One handles the 
riveting gun, the other, known as 
the “‘bucker’’. holds. a heavy block 
of metal on the backside of what- 
ever is being riveted. In this team 
Mrs. Pyrtle is the bucker, Mrs. 
Fahrmeier the riveter. 

The latter, a. slight, wiry wom- 
an, was an expert riveter in the 
old days, and she hasn‘t lost her 
touch. 

“When we came back,” she says 


with a grin of justifiable pride, 


“they told us we’d have to have 
a week to two weeks of schooling 
to, get back in the groove. But 
after only two days Mrs. Pyrtle 
and I were on the assembly line.”

LTHOUGH few men will ad- 

mit it, there seems little 

doubt that, generally speak- 
ing, women make better riveters 
than men when it comes to the 
type of riveting needed to build 
an airplane. Mainly because they 
have a more sensitive touch. 

The trick to riveting, Mrs. Fahr- 
meier explains, is to keep the 
rivet gun centered exactly on the 
rivet so that it is driven in 
straight, to hold the gun so that 
it doesn’t go skittering off the 
rivet and across a section of wing 
panel, ruining it; and to give the 
gun enough pressure without, at 
the same time, giving it too much. 
In short, it’s quite a trick, and 
something, Mrs- Fahrmeier points 
out, that comes only with prac- 
tice. And even then, not to every- 
one. 

And it’s. even harder now than 
it was in World War Il, the girls 
have discovered.

today’s jets, are like a truck to a 
racing car. They not only are 
working with lighter metals which 
require more careful handling, 
but they are also required to 
countersink today’s rivets flush 
with the wing or body surface. 


So ‘far McDonnell is seeking 
only women who have had a year 
or more experience with the 
riveting gun. This means they 
have received far more applicants 
than could qualify. During’ the 
first week only 20 of the many 
applicants qualified. Since then, 
however, they have been coming 
back slowly but steadily. 


This, Rosie has revealed, is be- 
cause first, she had to think it 
over a little, and then she had to 
figure what, if she did go back, 
she would do with the kids. 

Most of those back on the job 
came back, they said, because 
they decided they would like to 
supplement the family income at 
a job they knew and liked. They 
can earn from $55 to $65 a week, 
depending on previous experience. 

Most of them have children, 
and the majority of those ebil- 
dren are under seven years of 
age. But with one exception the 
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mothers have been able to make 
arrangements with grandparents 
or in-laws to look after the chil- 
dren. Only one mother has had 
to place her child in a day nur- 
sery. 

About the only problem so far 
has been brought about by the 
fact that, despite the average 
housewife’s claims about how 
hard she works, most of the gals 
have turned out to be rather 
badly out of condition. When they 
first got back on the production 
line it told on them. Not only 
were they out. of condition, but 
most of them were considerably 
heftier than they had been back 
in the middle forties. 

As one seasoned tool clerk said 
when he welcomed the girls back 
and looked them over in theif 
werkine | jeans, “They're older an@ 
wiser all right, not to mentiog 
wider.” 

But all things considered, the 
plant is considerably happier with 
Rosie as she is today. She is more 
settled, she is working for a 
worthwhile goal, and once she 
gets back in- working trim, she 
will be a more valuable employe 
than she was in the old days.

@ THIS SPRING has been a bad one for forest fires, for 
reasons which are a bit difficult to figure out. The actual 
acreage burned has perhaps not been great because of good 
organization of the fire-fighting crews. But many fires have 
been reported and a considerable percentage of them are of 
incendiary origin. Part of the cause may have been that the 
pasture came late, so that folks living back on the small creek- 
bottom farms feared there’d be a shortage of grass. Part of 
it may be that the leaves and litter orf the woodland floor 
are unusually heavy so that, to some of the old-timers, the 
urge to “burn off the woods” becomes somehow irresistible. 
Yet every year that the fire is kept out the timber doubles the 
tree growth and increases the water penetration, cutting down 
the run-off until even our Saline Creek no longer muddies 
up after hard rains as badly as it did five years ago when we 
came to Belleview Valley.

WENTY-ONE years ago a 
T parish priest in Southwest St. 
Louis decided to organize a 


. social club of two dozen men in 


his church. He thought a little 
informal gathering now and then 
would help the community spirit 
in the new and sparsely settled 
district. 


The new and sparsely settled 
district has since become a thriv- 


ing business center with a de- 


partment store branch on one 
major corner, neon lighted man- 
ufacturing firms up and down the 
street, and residential sections 
spreading out for miles around. 
The informal little social club 
has grown in proportion. Instead 
of 24 members, the Married Men’s 
Club of St. Mary Magdalen Church 
on South Kingshighway now has 
more than 400 members and holds 
its activities in a $500,000 youth 
center which it helped to build. 
Instead of a small club of Cath- 
olic laymen, it has become a non- 
sectarian stronghold devoted to 
helping youth of all creeds. 


“At first it was going to be a 
parish organization,” the Rev. W. 
F. Mullally, its organizer, recalls, 
“but we decided we could do more 
for the community if we were 
open to all, regardless of reli- 
gion. We've maintained that tra- 
dition and I’m very proud of it.”

ings where club work was being 
done. In the school building of 
St. Mary Magdalen’s on Kings- 
highway and Bancroft avenue, 
abouf 150 members were attend- 
ing a monthly business session 
featuring reports, plans, and spa- 
ghetti. Across the street, in the 
huge Youth Center, another 75 
were busy rehearsing for the an- 
nual minstrel show, to be given 
next Friday, Saturday and Sun- 
day.

Teen Town began several months 
ago with meetings and dances on 
Sunday nights and has become so 
that 422 youngsters at- 
erided the last major dance. Like 
the club itself, Teen: Town is 
open to young people of ‘all re- 
ligious backgrounds. 

“We use our community and 
church as a nucleus,” says Carl 
Pinckert, Teen Town 
“but our young folks are welcome 
to invite whomever they want, 
with no restrictions.” 

Occasionally, members of the 
Married Men’s Club go out of their 
own community to do their work. 
Best advertisers for the group are 
the Kingshighway Kowboys, a 
string band made up of members 
who play at veterans’ and chil- 
dren’s hospitals, at the U.S.O., at 
club meetings and gatherings of 
all kinds; at the present time, 
they are booked for a year in 
advance. 

Members in all the varied ac- 
tivities of the Married Men’s Club 
seem to have one thing in com- 
mon, They all give credit to the 
man, whom one non-Catholic club 
member describes as “a swell 


guy,” the parish priest who organ- 


ized the little club of 24 men in 
1931 and put on the first minstrel 
show a year later. 

“Father Mullally is a very 
broad-minded man,” one member 
said. “He believes in keeping his 
parishioners active and doing 
something constructive. He thinks 
that as long as they’re doing 
something for others, they'll be 
on the right track themselves.” 


Multi-Step Rocket Required to Reach ‘Escape Velocity’

HE task of building a multi- 
7 step rocket is extremely diffi- 

cult. Yet that appears to be the 
only way of attaining a speed 
which will reach the “velocity of 
escape.” 

With today’s fuel, extraordinary 
progress has been achieved in 
building and launching a two-step 
rocket. On Feb. 24, 1949, the 
first liquid-fueled step rocket was 
launched from the White Sands 
(N.M.) proving grounds, In that 
test a “Wac Corporal” as the 
rocket is known, was launched 
from a V-2 when the V-2 had ac- 
quired maximum speed, The 
rocket rose to an altitude of 250 
miles and reached a speed of 
about 5000 miles an hour—about 
one-and-a-half miles a second. 

Since the flight, William B. Ber- 
gen, vice president in charge of 
engineering at the Glenn L. Mar- 
tin aircraft plant, predicts a sat- 
ellite rocket or a “sky island” 
within the next 20 years. His 
prophecy is not to be taken light- 
ly, for he is responsible for some 
of the wholly American achieve- 
ments in the field of rocket re- 
search, He is responsible for the 
Navy's high-altitude research 
rocket, the Martin Viking. 

The Viking, with only one third 
the weight of the German V-2, 
has traveled 18 miles higher. It is 
45 feet long and, like the V-2, it 
uses liquid oxygen and alcohol as 
fuel. In a test made last August, 
the Viking gained an altitude of 
135 miles and ea speed of about 
4000 miles an hour. Bergen be- 


lieves it may be relatively simple 
to increase the speed of the Vik- 
ing to the velocity required to 
hold a satellite in an orbit around 
the earth. How this speed will be 
attained he has not disclosed, 
though at this moment the only 
method known to the scientist is 
the step rocket procedure. 

If we presume a Viking may be 
accelerated to two miles a second, 
that a Wac Corporal, launched 
from it may add another two 
miles a second and a third rocket 
may add another two miles a sec- 
ond, obviously the third step 
would have ample speed to be- 
— the five-mile-a-second satel- 

te. 


With this background, now, we 
can visyalize the actual launch- 
ing: The three-stage rocket will 
take off at the equator and move 
vertically to get it through the 
atmosphere in the shortest pos- 
sible time. | 
%: & 

AS IT GOES UP it will be tilted 
over so that by the time the first 
stage is exhausted the rocket will 
make a slight angle with the hori- 
zon. The track ‘of ascent in the 
next two stages is shallow and 
finally the payload rocket will be 
following a patch parallel to the 
earth’s surface moving with a 
speed of some five miles a second 
which will keep it locked in its 
path forever. 

“What will keep the rocket in 
this path?” you ask. “Why won't 
it fly off into space?” The answer 
lies in the same reasoning used 
to explain the motion of the moon 
around the earth and the earth 
around the sun. There is an ex- 
tremely neat balance between the

forces of a body being flung from 
the earth, that is, the centrifugal 
force, and the force of attraction 
by the earth's gravitational field 
that conspire to keep a satellite 
in its orbit. 


The moon,‘ for example, moves 
with a speed of slightly more than 
a half mile a second in its swing 
around the earth. If there were 
no force of gravity to reih in the 
moon it would ‘sling off into 
space. But because it is subject 
to the earth's pull, then every 
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second while the moon is moving 
about a half mile in its path 
around the earth it is also falling 
toward the earth about a twen- 
tieth of an inch. This seemingly 
insignificant amount—a twentieth 
of an inch for every half mile— 
keeps the moon revolving around 
the earth. 

The sky island would react the 
game way. With the motion away 
from the earth would also come a 
motion toward the earth and the 
net result would be the revolu- 
tion of the satellite around the 
earth. 

* 


x 

THERE IS another reason for 
the use of the step rocket in cre- 
ating a satellite. If a speed of five 
miles a second were instantly 
available it still could not be 
used. The reason lies in the at- 
mosphere which protects the 
earth. During the last war the 
friction with the atmosphere 
caused the noses of the V-2 rock- 
ets to glow as they hurtled to 
their targets with a speed of only 
a mile a second. Increase this 
speed by a factor of five and the 
rocket ship would become. a 
meteor or “shooting star” burn- 
ing up as it ascended. 
- Thus it is imperative that the 
initial speed of the satellite rock- 
et be kept at about one mile a 
second until the rocket is beyond 
most of the atmosphere. Then 
when it is in the high, thin air, 
or where there is no air at all, 
it ean’ be accelerated until satel- 
lite velocity is attained. In that 
way only can -it escape destruc- 
tion in its climb to the-far fron- 
tiers of outer

Assume a rocket ship 250 feet 
high and 75 feet in diameter is to 
be built. This ship would have a 
volume -slightly under 1,000,000 
cubic feet. In the case of the 
very large aircraft carriers and 
the battleships the cost may run 
as high,as $5 to $10 a cubic foot. 
Because rocket ships contain a 
high ratio of instrumentation, as- 
sume the cost to be 10 to 20 times 
that of the sea-going craft. If 
this figure were taken, then the 
cost of a space ship would be 
$100,000,000. It might be argued 
that this is for the actual con- 
struction with no allowances for 
research. In that case, multiply 
the cost by two to cover the costs 
of research and fabrication. A 
rocket ship of these dimensions 
may be sky-borne for $200,000,000,

Ceittuston of Veteran Reporter 
After Talking With Scientists 
Now Engaged in Study of Bomb's 
After-Effects Around Hiroshima

(Editor’s note: Legends of fear 
dealing with the horrible effects 
of atomic radiation and atomic 
burns upon human beings have 
spread since the A-bomb was first 
used. Some have a basis in fact. 
Many are sheer horror stories de- 
nied by science. To obtain the 
facts so far learned by medical 

» the writer, a veteran 
reporter, "visited the scene of his- 
tory’s first atomic bombing—Hiro- 
shima. There, a team of top-rank 
scientists is engaged in studying 
atomic effects upon all who had 
any contact with the bombing. 
This is the factual account of 
what these scientists have discov- 
ered to date.) 


HIROSHIMA, May 10 (INS). 


OU can duck the atom bomb 

and live. And if you had sur- 

vived the first blast of the 
“atomic hell” that hit Hiroshima 
on Aug. 6, 1945, your chances of 
getting well would have been 
pretty good. You would, how- 
ever, have had to live with awful 
memories, 


“In:my opinion, the real scars 
are mental and sociological ones 
which may follow any catastro- 
phe,” said Dr. Grant Taylor in 
summarizing conclusions he has 
reached in three years of study 
as director of the Atomic Bomb 
Casualty Commission (ABCC). 

A layman, Mayor Shinzo Ha- 
mai, expressed much the same 
thought. 

“As children,” he said, “we had 
heard of the-‘buddhistic hell,’ but 
the horrors of the atomic bomb 
surpassed even the worst of the 
hells. It was fraught with the 
highest degree of everything that 
was to be hated or feared.” 


He told of people trying to dig 


loved ones out of wreckage in, 


which they were trapped alive, 
but added: 

“When the fire came they had 
to run to save themselves. On 
their way to a safe place they 
heard cries for help all along the 
road from those they could not 
help, Many say they still can 
hear those cries, and they feel 
guilty.” 

Dr. Taylor is on leave from his 
post. as assistant dean of Duke 
University Medical School to 
serve as director of the ABCC 
which the National Academy of 
Science and the Atomic Energy 
Commission set up to find out 
what physical effects the bomb 
had on the survivors and their 
descendants. 

The cold light of scientific 
probe dissolved most of the leg- 
ends of fear about the bomb, if 
not all. For instance, the freak- 
ish malformations which people 
once feared would develop from 
the bomb just have not been 
found, even though the ABCC has 
undertaken history’s most ambi- 
tious health study of a whole pop- 
ulation. 

Most of the after-effects of the 
bomb were ailments that science 
already knew could be created by 
overdosage of X-ray radiation. 
Some were new; the bomb rays 
did induce cataracts in a few 
people. 

ABCC did not make that dis- 
covery, however. A_ physicist 
working with a cyclotron in 
America develuped the first 
known case of radiation cataracts 
of the eye during the postwar 
years. Then a Hiroshima doctor 
found another case and ABCC re- 
searchers began looking for more. 
Out of all fhe people they ex- 
amined in Hiroshima and Naga- 
saki, they found only about 100 
by mid-1951.

ESEARCH on plants and anli- 

mals under controlled labora- 

tory conditions had taught 
scientists that excessive radiation 
could change the ratio of abnor- 
malities and sex at birth, could 
effect the blood producing organs 
and cause skin cancer. 

But a summation said: “The 
ABCC scientists have not accumu- 
lated enough evidence to say that 
many of these effects are signif- 
icant at this date in the peoples 
of Hiroshima and Nagasaki.” 

One of the aims of ABCC is to 
determine whether radiation ef- 
fects found experimentally in an- 
imals and plants also can be 
found in humans subjected to the 
bomb rays. 

Dr. Taylor reported a “slight” 
increase in the number of mal- 
formations at birth might be due 
to the bomb radiation, but the 
scientists know that all previous 
studies of heredity show that in- 
herited effects-sometimes fail to 
show up for generations. 

Dr. James V. Neel of Michigan 
pointed out “we are studying hu- 
man beings and therefore our 
studies cannot proceed any faster 
than babies are born.” He and 
his colleague, Dr. Duncan McDon- 
ald of Dartmouth, said it might 
take 200 or 300 years before all 
the abnormalities develop in ba- 
bies born fm the descendants of 
bomb survivors. 

The painstaking nature of the 
study was illustrated by Dr. Tay- 
lor, who said: 

“We began to study sterility and 
infertility. We had to study both 
the man and wife. There are 12 
or more very good reasons why a 
couple may be unable to have a 
child. We had to run tests on all 
these people to rule out these 
other reasons, thus leaving a 
small group in which known 
og al of sterility and infertility 
had been eliminated, This group 
was divided into the radiated and 
unradiated people to see if there 
was any significant difference in 
the groups. If there is, even

by radiation.” 

Some things the scientists do 
know, however. They know that 
it takes almost a second for the 
bomb to generate all of its rays. 

“If you know when the bomb 
bursts and you react fast enough 
to duck behind a rock or the cor- 
ner of a building, you might be 
able to escape a fatal dose,” said 
Dr. A. V. Pryde, the ABCC 
radiologist. 

He explained that the bomb 
rays are not generated all at once. 
After they are generated they 
travel with the speed of light, but 
in the split second before all the 
rays are unleashed there is a 
chance for those who move fast 
enough to get out of the way of 
a fatal dose. 

The chance of survival depends 
upon a lot more than speed of 
reaction, however. The distance 
from the bomb center, the shadow 
of a building, the protection of a 
streetcar or an automobile door, 
manhole in the ground or any 
number of other things offer 
“shielding” which can and did 
save lives in Hiroshima and Naga- 
saki, 

For a soldier in a foxhole, the 
chance of survival might even 
depend on-which side of the nar- 
row trench he huddled against. 
The side closest to the bomb’s 
hypocenter ordinarily would of- 
fer the greatest protection be- 


cause as the rays slant down into- 


the hole they might miss the 
nearest corner. 

One other intangible is “back 
scatter.” In some instances there 
is evidence that the radiation 
bounced off hard surfaces with 
sufficient force to hurt humans. 

It looks now as though the 
bomb radiation may have had .a 
slight, very slight, stunting effect 
on children, Dr. Earle L. Reyn- 

olds, an anthropologist who 
studied children for eight years 
at the Fels Research Institute for 
the Study of Human Develop- 
ment at Antioch College in Ohio, 
made the discovery only recently. 

Reynolds gives annual physical 


examinations to 2500 children 
who were in Hiroshima when the 
bomb burst and 2500 who weren't. 
He said the difference in size is 
so slight that “it wouldn’t mean 
anything if you studied just one 
age group or even two or three,” . 
But after comparing children 
in 10 age groups Reynolds said 
the size difference was s0 con- 
sistent that was like getting heads 
everytime you flip a_ coin. 
“ .. You begin to think maybe 
there’s something 
coin,” Reynolds said.

HE size difference is not 
7 necessarily due to radiation, 

either. Reynolds said it might 
be the result of “social catastro- 
phe.” Most of the unbombed 
children in the study came to 
Hiroshima shortly after Jan. 1, 
1946. Many of them had been 
evacuated to the country during 
the war and may have had the 
benefit of more food, exercise and 
sunshine. 

Hiroshima board of education 
officials said they have found no 
difference in size or mental abil- 
ity among bombed and unbombed 
children, and they looked with 
disfavor on the announcement 
that in Nagasaki the schools had 
segregated some of the bombed 
children. 

During a three-year search the 
scientists found 29 cases of leu- 
kemia, the fatal blood cancer, 
among 195,000 bombed people, as 
against 20 among 332,000 un- 
bombed. If the figures for the 
unbombed provide an accurate 
yardstick, then 12 of the 29 cases 
among the bombed would have 
happened anyway. 

Other findings follow the same 
pattern of rarity. Dr. Taylor said 
there was a “very slight” increase 
in birth malformations, The sci- 
entists have found dental mal- 
formations, particularly among 
children whose second teeth came 
in after they were exposed to 
radiation. 

To get this information the 
ABCC gave complete physical ex- 
aminations to between 50,000 and 
60,000 people by the end of last 
year. Partial examinations were 


about that 


given to countless more thou- 
sands. 

Regular reports are filed with 
ABCC by most of the hospitals 
of Hiroshima. Individual doc- 
tors, too, submit reports for the 
scientists to check. They find it 
good business. The people of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki like to 
go to doctors who take advantage 
of the free diagnosis and consul- 
tative service offered by ABCC. 

The Japanese government has 
co-operated fully, too, Last year 
the government held a national 
census. Each Japanese counted 
was asked to tell whether he was 
in Hiroshima or Nagasaki during 
the bombings. ABCC thinks that 
now it finally has traced most of 
the survivors. 

The ABCC scientists work hard 
to learn all they can about babies 
of bomb survivors. Every morn- 
ing they get a list of babies born 
in Hiroshima and Nagasaki over- 
night. Japanese doctors and 
nurses visit each baby, trying to 
get to the hospital or home before 
the baby is 24 hours old. 

Over-all, 16,000 babies are born 
each year ‘in the two bombed cit- 
ies. ABCC doctors give complete 
physical examinations to 98 per 
cent af them at birth. They give 
another complete physical exami- 
nation to 8000 of the babies when 
they reach the age of nine months. 

The babies of bombed parents 
are compared with the babies of 
the unbombéd. The comparison, 
as Dr. Taylor pointed out, shows 
a “very slight” increase in the 
rate of malformations. 

Hereditary effects are just one 
of the things the ABCC scientists 
hope to learn. Other goals in- 
clude: 

1. Knowledge that will help 
factory builders construct plants 
in which it will be safe for hu- 
mans to work with radioactive 
materials. 

2. Information that will indi- 
cate how long a human can ride 
in safety in an atomic-powered 
submarine or airplane, and also 
will indicate how many total 
hours in these craft are safe for 
an individual. 

3. Information that will help

“As we enter the atomic age we 
are plotting the first point on a 
chart that others long after us 
will continue. That chart will 
show what atomic power does to 
people.” 

ABCC is not investigating the 
immediate blast effects. These 
are known. First the flash burns 
kill and maim people. Then the 
radiation, coming almost simul- 
taneously with the flash pounds 
trillions of “tiny bullets” into 
people’s bodies. After that, peo- 
ple are hit with falling things 
and flying things, walls, whole 
buildings and anything else that 
is blasted loose by the bomb. 
The fourth killer unleashed by 
the bomb is fire generated by the 
tremendous heat of the atomic 
flash. 

There may be a fifth “killer.” 
That would be “residual radia- 
tion.” Japanese laymen and sci- 
entists generally are convinced 
that there is residual radiation 
which makes a city radioactive 
long after the bomb has burst. 

Dr. Taylor said the testimony 
of the Japanese should not be 
disregarded. But he added that 
neither can he discount the opin- 
ions of American atomic scien- 
tists, many of whom believe there 
is little chance of a significant 
dose of residual epee ses 

N Japan it is the custom for 
| peopie of a wide area to leave 

their farms and villages to rush 
to the aid of people living in 
communities hit by disaster, such 
as earthquake, fire or flood. 

Thousands streamed into Hiro- 
shima after the blast, obeying the 
social impulse that is deep-rooted 
in Japanese. 

Japanese now claim wat many 
of these, who arrived long hours 
after the bomb burst, developed 
“radiation sickness” which in- 
cludes vomiting, nausea, diarrhea, 
bleeding gums, loss of hair and 
skin bleeding which produces 
scratches like flea bites over the 
whole body. 

But there are contrary cases. 
A group of boys was swimming 
in Nagasaki when the second 
A-bomb of World War II was 
dropped. They were ready to go 
home, One boy took a last plunge. 
The bomb burst while he was 
underwater. All his friends were 
dead when he came up for air. He 
wasn't hurt. 

One story about the people of 
Akimitsu, a small town near Hiro- 
shima, is told by Japanese to sup- 


* port their belief in residual radia- 


tion effects. The people of the 
town saw the bomb’s light and the 
mushroom cloud and thought it 
was beautiful. Then, after they 
learned what had happened to 
Hiroshima, they rushed to the city 
to help. 

Many of these people from 
Akimitsu got nausea and diarrhea. 

Japanese doctors, Dr. Folley 
said, still write “radiation sick- 
ness” on death certificates as a 
cause of death. 

“We recognize a set of symp- 
toms that occur ‘within two or 
three months of exposure as rad- 
jation illness,” he said. “How- 
ever similar symptoms appearing 
at this late date do not neces- 
sarily have any relationship to 
radiation. 

“It is not uncommon here or in 
America to attribute symptoms to 
a definite dramatic incident in the 
past when the origin of these 
symptoms are unknown or ob- 
scure.”

The 
German army’s need for more 
men pushed Jolson into a super- 
visor’s job, which entitled him to 
walk from one factory to another 
outside the walls. 

One day he disappeared into a 
high stand of wheat. Within a 
week he joined his wife in War- 
saw, where he worked in the 
underground 20 months.

In February 1947, the Jolsons 
arrived in the United States as 
displaced persons, with $6 and 
no knowledge of English. A

repair sewing machines. He 
learned to speak English on his

ROBISON, having earlier crit- 
icized students’ illustrations at 
length, contented himself ‘with 
brief remarks. dovetailing with 
those of Johnson, who was given 
the floor. In accordance with 
administration, policy and wishes 
of students, design contests are 
chosen and run so:as to be of 
as much educational value as pos- 
sible. Johnson therefore pulled 
no punches. 


“Here’s a fine, impressive 
spread in a title page,” he said 
of the winner, who presumably 
could take a caustic comment or 
two.

HROUGH a window in a rabbit's 
ear, scientists at Washington Uni- 
versity observed, for the first time 

in a living animal, important new fea- 
tures of the body's amazing de- 
fense mechanism against acute infec- 
tion. This mechanism involves. phag- 
ocytosis (pronounced fag-o-cy-toe-sis), 
named from Greek words that mean 
eating and cells. It is a process con- 
stantly taking place in human and 
other animal bodies by which mobile 
cells, such as white blood corpuscles, 
eat and destroy bacteria and other 
parasites. 

In watching white corpuscles in 
the rabbit’s bloodstream devour pneu- 
monia germs, the researchers made 
a discovery that filled a long-missing 
gap in medical knowledge. Their ex- 
periments provided the first com- 
plete explanation as to why modern 
‘wonder’ drugs are s0 effective in 
treatment of acute bacterial infections. 

Many facts about phagocytosis 
already had been established when 
Dr. W. Barry Wood Jr., head of the 
Department of Medicine of the Wash- 
ington University School of Medicine, 
started the research project 12 years 
ago. It was known, for example, that 
many species of bacteria which com- 
monly cause acute infections in man 
—such as pneumonia germs—are sur- 
rounded by a covering that protects 
them from destruction by white cor- 
puscles and other phagocytic cells. It 
also was known that such covered— 
or encapsulated—bacteria cause the 
body to produce a protein substance

called antibody that coats the germ’s 
armor and makes the germ suscep- 
tible to phagocytosis. 

Previous experiments had led to 
the belief that encapsulated bacteria 
could not be phagocyted unless the 
protective covering first had been cov- 
ered with antibody. Yet this was at 
variance with certain known facts: 
That antibody is not present during 
the first few days of illness (its manu- 
facture is relatively slow) but that 
nevertheless the germs are in some 


way destroyed. Dr. Wood and his. 


associates wanted to find out how and 


why. 

They learned that failure of earlier 
investigators to observe phagocytosis 
of pneumonia germs in the absence of 
antibody was because tests had been 
performed using glass slides or cover 
slips having slick surfaces. On such 
surfaces, they found, Aaa nk 
which look and move like amoe 
could not engulf an encapsulated 
germ; they simply shoved the germs 
aside. However, on a rough surface 
like filter paper, they discovered, a 
phagocyte .was able to trap germs 
against a projection and swallow them. 

Further tests with lung tissue from 
rats demonstrated the same phenom- 
enon—phagocytic white cells pinned 
bacteria against the walls of air sacs 
and ate the germs, capsules and all. 
Occasionally, when many phagocytes

evious research showed that sulfa, 
penicillin and other antibiotics slow 
the multiplication of bacteria and kill 
outright some of them, thus preventing 
the germs from numerically over- 
whelming the phagocytes. With the 
number of germs reduced, Dr. Wood 
demonstrated that the phagocytes can 
devour all of the remaining bacteria 
and the patient recovers without the 
assistance of antibody. 

Because the lung tissue tests nec- 
essarily were conducted under condi- 
tions that only simulated the mechan- 
ism in a living organism, Dr. Wood 
and his associates sought a way to 
observe phagocytosis actually occur- 
ting in an animal. They placed a 
transparent chamber in a live rabbit's 
ear, and after small blood vessels had 
grown across the window they in- 
fected the rabbit with Friedlander’s 
bacilli—one of the more than 75 
known types of pneumonia germs. 
They saw their previous findings con- 
firmed. Under a microscope they 
watched—-and photographed — white 
blood cells moving gbout pinning the 
encapsulated germs against the walls 
of the vessels and eating them up.’

N INVESTIGATION into the worst peacetime disaster in United States 
naval history opened last week in New York. The disaster was the 
mid-Atlantic collision of the aircraft carrier Wasp and the destroyer- 

minesweeper Hobson with loss of 176 men. A Navy court of inquiry convened 
after the crippled Wasp limped into port with the 61 suryivors of the Hobson's 
237-man crew. , 

The Wasp and the Hobson were part of a task force engaging in night 
battle maneuvers 700 miles off the Azores on the way to duty in the Medi- 
terrdnean. At the time of the accident, the night was clear but very dark, 
the sea was calm, and the ships were at high speed without lights. 


The collision occurred when the 32,000-ton Wasp turned to head into the. 


wind to receive planes returning from a simulated night attack. 

The Hobson, escorting the carrier on a parallel course, failed to turn 
with the Wasp and was struck amidships. The 1600-ton vessel was sliced in 
two and sank within four minutes. Through heroic efforts by crewmen from 
the Wasp and the Rodman, another escorting destroyer-minesweeper, 6] men 
from the sunken ship were rescued from the oil-covered sea. 

No one aboard the Wasp was injured, but the collision ripped a 75-foot- 
long jagged gash in its bow at the waterline. Several times during the slow, 
1500-mile journey to port, the big ship had to travel stern first to prevent 
heavy seas from shattering the shored-up bow.

in a thickly grown cane field. The Red River delta of northeastern Vietnam, 

a rich rice-growing area, is one of eurth’s most densely populated regions. 
Capital and largest city of Tongking province is Hanoi. 


HE “forgotten” war in Indochina, now 
in its sixth year, appears to have 
reached a stalemate. The Communist- 
led Vietminh rebels seem unable to strike 
a decisive blow and the French-Vietnam 
forces seem unable to expand beyond 
the triangular Tongking delta they hold 
in northeast Indochina. After months 
of bloody fighting that saw the French 
capture and then withdraw from a 
strategic mountain valley outside the 
triangle, the geographical position of 
last autumn has been restored. Franco- 
Vietnamese troops now are concentrating 
on trying to clean Vietminh infiltrators 
from the delta. 

Both sides in the struggle have about 
the same strength in manpower, roughly 
100,000 troops. While American supplies 


are flowing to the Vietnam army, no 
more men are coming from France. On 
the other side, the Vietminh regime can 
obtain equipment from China and is able 
to replace its losses from a large Indo- 
chinese manpower supply. A psycho- 
logical factor is an army of 200,000 
Chinese Communist troops reported con- 
centrated in Chinese provinces bordering 
Indochina. 

_ In France, far from the steaming 
Tongking delta, repercussions of the 
interminable war are being felt. The 
heavy financial drain and the loss of 
28,000 French troops, including more than 
1000 career officers, have provided 
fodder for a catnpaign by French groups 
of a variety of politics for complete with- 
drawal from Indochina.

O leading candidates for the Democratic presidential 
nomination met in their first test of strength in the solid 
South last Tuesday. Senator George B. Russell of 

Georgia, a leader in the fight against the Administration's 
civil rights program, won Florida's primary by some 65,000 
votes. Senator Estes Kefauver, taking part in his ninth presi- 
dential preference election, was defeated for the first time. 

Russell’s margin, however, was small in relation to 
total number of votes cast—more than 600,000. He had the 
support of Florida's Governor, its two Senators, its entire 
congressional delegation, and most of the state's political 
leaders. Kefauver, who has not been in favor even with 
most of the national Democratic party leaders, depended 
largely on the familiar handshaking campaign that was 
successful in the earlier primaries. The two will clash 
again in Florida on May 27 over the party's 24 national 
convention delegates. 

A major issue in the preference primaty campaign was 
civil rights. Both men expressed opposition to the Adminis- 
tration’s proposed Fair Employment Practices Commission 
which caused a Dixie revolt in 1948. Kefauver said, how- 
ever, he would accept an FEPC plank if one were adopted 
at the convention. Russell, while insisting he would not 
bolt the party over the issue, declared he was unalterably 
opposed to an FEPC. 

Alabama last Tuesday elected a slate of 22 unpledged 
delegates to the Democratic convention. In Ohio, Senator 
Robert A. Taft won the entire slate of 56 Republican presi- 
dential delegates, and Kefauver upset the Democratic state 
machine by taking half of its 54 delegates. 


Governor Warren casts his ballot, by voting machine, at 
Jacksonville. The strong opposition to Kefauver by many 
within the Democratic party has been attributed to Ke- 
fauver’s work as head of the Senate Crime Investigating 
Committee. Investigation involved a number of Demo- 
cratic politicians. It was Kefauver’s “road show” 
hearings in an Il-month tour of American cities that

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ATOM BLAST—3 STAGES 


HESE are color photographs of the most powerful atomic ex- 
— set off thus far within continental United States. 
ey were made when an atomic bomb of the latest design 
was detonated April 22 at Yucca Flat, Nevada. This was the 
first atomic explosion in the United States at which observers 
were permitted, the first accompanied by maneuvers by United 
States troops, the first to be televised. Though not as powerful as 
bombs exploded at Eniwetok in 1948, this bomb exceeded the 
energy release of those dropped in World War II on Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki and later in tests at Bikini. 

In photo above, the fireball begins to flatten out. In its 
flaming center it is generating heat of more than a million de- 
grees centigrade. A few seconds later (center photo) the fireball 
has begun its metamorphosis into familiar mushroom pattern, 
with red fire visible under white cloud blossoming out at top. 
At right, the mushroom cloud rises rapidly—it reached altitude 
of 35,000 feet in five minutes. Forming at base of stem is cloud 
of radio-active dust being lifted from ground.

We Got Out the Vote! 


| And you may be able to do it, too, in your town next November

QUINCY, Il. 

F You'’vE Got $71 and 100 people who care 

about their citizenship, you can get a lot 
of voters out in your town. 

They did it here in last month’s primary 
with a plan that Quincyans claim is simple and 
foolproof. 

To prove their claim is no idle boast, folks 
here proudly point to these facts: 

In the 1948 presidential primary, Adams 
County (of which industrial Quincy is the 
hub) cast only 5,627 votes. 

In the 1950 primary, less than 5,000 people 
voted in the County. 


They Set a Record 


uT In this year’s primary, a record total 
B of 17,000 voted! That’s close to 40 per- 
cent of the 38,000 registered voters in 
the County! 
How did Quincy rouse so many of its stay- 
at-home voters? 
e First, a pretty housewife got an idea. Then, 
civic agencies got interested in it, and finally, 
100 people burned up a lot of energy to see that 
idea through. 


@ The experience here may provide the an-: 


swer to this question: 
How can we get the 50,000,000 Americans 


who did not vote in '48 to go to the polls next 
November? 

Here’s how Quincy rolled up its record vote. 
@ Last March, Mrs. Ann Behrnsmeyer, pretty 
wife of a local architect, stood up in a meeting 
of the League of Women Voters and asked: 
@ “Would it help if voters had non-partisan 
transportation—you know, a ride to and from 
the polls—with no strings attached?” 
@ The League took the idea to Art Higgins, 
local editor. He liked it. 

League members started “talking up” a 
“Community Voters’ Service” around town. 


The Chamber of Commerce liked it. So did the 
Farm Bureau, the Trades and Labor Council, 
Rotary, Kiwanis, the Lions Club, Exchange and 
the Optimists. 

Everette Specht, Farm Bureau official, 
started “vote-talk” in out-county towns. 

Owen Anderson, secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce, and Mrs. Lea McCurdy, League 
president, called businessmen and manufac- | 
turers. Soon, “get out the vote” posters started 
popping up in stores and factories. 

Members of the League of Women Voters 
contacted hundreds of registered voters. 
The local newspaper, the Herald - Whig, 
helped and so did radio stations WTAD and 
WGEM. | 
Then on primary day, Quincyans kept the 
snowball rolling. 

At noon, every phone in 19 out-county towns | 
rang and operators said: 
@ “Don’t forget to vote. VOTE YOUR OWN 
CHOICE—BUT VOTE.” 
@ Members of the League were stationed in | 
seven homes in different parts of town to an- 
swer voters’ questions. | 
@ The Quincy Art Center became headquar- 
ters for an auto pool. 
@ With their own cars and others loaned by 
Kiwanis, Rotary and the other groups, League 
members drove voters to and from the polls. 


Rolled Up Their Sleeves 


UTO POOL headquarters became an infor- 
mation center for the whole County. 
Thousands of telephone calls were an- 

swered on four special phones. 
Seventy-two women and three men an- 
swered the phones and chauffeured 53 cars. 
They drove about 600 people to the voting 
booths—without asking any questions about 


| whom they were going to vote for. 


And when the League totalled up the ex- 
penses, here’s what it found: The special 
‘phone service cost $48. 

Rent for space in the Art Center cost $10. 
Four auto signs came to $12. Paper and pencils 
cost $1. Thé total: just $71. 

Said one native of this old Mississippi 
River city, 140 miles northwest of St. Louis: 

“Folks here aren’t the kind who get stam- 
peded. But with this primary, it certainly was 
a different story.” 

And Abie Bradshaw, an 83-year-old blind 
man, added: “I think the Community Voters’ 
Service has done fine. Except, why didn’t you 
think of it sooner?”

But if it hadn’t been for three men 
who had faith in him, he’d probably be 
in the minors. 

@ The first was Red Lucas, one-time 
mound star. Back in 1945, when Rogovin 
was third baseman for the Chattanooga 
Lookouts, Lucas—as third base coach for 
a rival team—told him “You’re wasted 
on third. You can pitch!” 

@ Rogovin did pitch a game at the end 
of the season. He won: 1-0. 

@ The second man was Wally Dasheill, 
manager of Pensacola. On the strength 
of the 1-0 game, he bought Rogovin. “I 
wasn’t even a good infielder,” Rogovin 
confesses. “‘I hit .280, but I couldn’t run.” 
In 1946, as a pitcher, he won 8 out of 13 
games. 


They Were Aimost Wrong 


The third man was Paul Richards, in 
1947 manager of the Buffalo Bisons. He 
bought Rogovin for $2,500. Says Rogo- 
vin: “Richards taught me how to pitch.” 
In 1948, the teaching paid off. 

@ Dramatically, the good luck turned 
to bad when Rogovin jumped to the big 
time Detroit Tigers in 1949. 

The pitching arm that three men had 
confidence in went bad. Players said: 
“He’s washed up.” 

But in 1951, his old manager, Richards, 
was named manager of the White Sox. 
One of his first acts was to buy lame- 
wing Rogovin. , 

For the White Sox, Rogovin won 12 
games last season and helped his team 
make its best showing in years.

Just for the privi- 
lege of talking English with her, I 
bought severad pieces. 

Then she said, “Come with me. I 
take you to M’sieur le Resident.” 

I followed her to the headquarters 
of Roger Vezy, Chief Resident, and 
his aide, Jean Tissier (see picture). 
Between them, they administer the 
civil affairs of Timbuktu for the 
French Government. 

“Of course you are welcome,” said 
Vezy with a bow. “We will show you 
the town. Will you do me the honor 
to have dinner with me tonight? 
Nine o’clock! Bon!”’ 

Vezy, who wears a sleeveless shirt 
and Arab “bloomers,” delegated a 
local official to take me on a tour of 
Timbuktu. Like everyone else in 
town, he wore a billowy white gown. 

Here’s what I saw: 

@ Timbuktu’s houses are built of 
mud bricks—and when it rains they 
have a nasty habit of melting away. 
Walls are two or three feet thick, 


with one or two openings for win- 
dows. Rooms are empty except for 
straw mats for beds. 

@ In Timbuktu, everybody eats rice. 
It’s cooked out of doors in a type of 
clay oven that looks like a beehive 
with a hole on top for smoke. 

@ Water comes from wells or from 
a muddy arm of the Niger river at 
the edge of the city. It’s carried

@ Despite that problem, the manufacturer 
already has received orders for the kits. 

@ Engineers believe the belt will help cut 
the appalling toll of life taken by wind- 
shields and dashboards alone. 

@® Said one engineer who participated in 
year-long tests: “With this belt on, I could 
run straight into a stone wall at 60!”

juries and a good many other ailments, doctors 
are working to develop ways to replace parts 
that may be worn out in your body. 

That scene in the Boston hospital took pence 
almost three years ago. 

The operation on that patient’s great artery 
was a success. Today, he leads a normal life— 
spare chunk of artery and all. 

The spare artery came out of an artery bank 
which stored it for just such an operation. 
That patient’s life was saved by an artery that 
was taken from the body of a dead auto acci- 
dent victim. — 

What are some of the other spare parts? 

@ BONE BANKS: Several hospitals throughout 


the U. S. have bone stored away ready to be 


used in certain kinds of operations. 

These bones are obtained mostly from 
amputations. One authority said that a single 
hospital has already used its bone bank in 
1,000 operations. 


@ ARTIFICIAL KIDNEY: This has been used exper-' 


imentally in a few hospitals to help patients 
with kidney and other disorders. It is still 
highly controversial, needs a lot more testing. 

One use doctors have mentioned for the 


s 


artificial kidney is this: to help rest the kid- 
neys of the patient which have failed because 
of shock following an injury. 

@ ARTIFICIAL HEART: Several researchers are 
working on mechanical devices which would 
“do the work” of the patient’s heart for short 
periods. The purpose: to allow doctors to probe 
right into the heart and repair it. 

Again, this is still experimental. If a success- 
ful one is devised, it might save thousands of 
lives every year. 

@ PLASTIC HEART VALVES: These would be used 
as substitutes for valves damaged by rheu- 
matic fever and other heart disorders. 

@ SUBSTITUTE LUNG: A possible aid to tubercu- 
losis victims; it may help those who only have 
one lung-the other having been removed sur- 
gically. This is in the animal testing stage. 

@ CARTILAGE BANKS: Using methods developed 
in World War II, doctors have used “stored 
cartilage” in plastic surgery operations. 

@ EYE BANKS: More than a half-dozen have 
been set up. New York Hospital alone has 
helped 2,000 patients with its eye bank.

Communists often “grow in 
families”: father, mother, chil- 
dren, even in-laws.
